The subject of towing barges behind 
instead of ahead has caused considera- 
t among rivermen lately, 
the Pilots' Association of 
Pittsburgh at a meeting usod that sub- 
ject for an argument. A prominent 
rlverman, whose Judgment has always 
been received with approval, in discus- 
sing the subjact, disapproved the idea 
being entertained by some people rela- 
tive to towing the barges behind. When 
barges are behind it is neeeseary to have 
them some feet away from the wheel, 
and for a man to go from the steamer to 
the barges it would be necessary that 
tbe boat be stopped, which would cause 
delay.
